Wood The Tailor 
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Digging Up Carthage 


Now' that old King Tut's tomb has been re-opened, and a 


steady stream of treasures -pours out for the wonder of the 
modern world, interest in antiquity revives again. And oppor- 
tunely enough, along comes anv Austrian archeologist with 
the announcement that the ruins of Carthage probably con- 
tain treasures surpassing those of the Egyptian "Valley cf 
Kings." 


He has been excavating there for three years and as he gets 


his bearings he finds that the ancient Phoenician capita! in 
northern Africa is really buried under water. That doubtless 
means the irreparable ruin and loss of many such records and 
art works as hare been so well preserved in Egypt, owing to 
the dryness of the sepulchres there. But already an old galley 
has been discovered containing marble and bronze statues in 
good condition, and there may be vast quantities of imper- 
ishable articles found on further search. 


Much is known about Egypt, but Carthage has long been a 


mystery. The Phoenicians were skilled navigators, famous 
merchants and great explorers. They seem to have been the 
only branch of the Semitic race ever taking to sea. Their 
civilization and prosperity in Carthage, after Tyre and Sidon 
had vanished, rivalled those of Rome, European upstart across 
the Mediterranean, until Rome, mustering all her power, de- 
stroyed the Carthaginian army and navy and leveled the city 
to the ground. The glory of Carthage -ever since has been 
only a tradition and a dream, gerhaps now the archeologists 
v.-iH make it real.

For the year 1923 the valuation had increased to $16,130,721.

Tlie closing of tho plant of the Atlantic Corporation is accountable 


for a loss of $538,000, the valuation in 1919 being $1,303,000 and in 1923 
$715,000. 


The Atlantic Heights Corporation was assessed for 5950,000 in T919 


and fcr $400,000 in 1923, accounting for a loss of $550,000, $300,000 of 
which was made this year. 


!n view of the fact that this housing project consists 


of about 300 modern dwellings largely brick and carries in- 
surance in excess of one million dollars, THE REDUCTION 
THIS YEAR WOULD APPEAR TO BE HARDLY JUSTI- 
FIED. 


Consideration also must be qiven to the fact that the city obligated 


itse.'f to pay $121,700 for one-half tho cost of construction of streets, 
sidewalks, sewers and water service—a settlement of which has been 
arranged—-and for which obligations of the city must bo issued to pro- 
vide payment.

During the same period the valuation of other real and 


personal-property increased from $9,407,482 to $12,526,- 
252, or 33 pet. That is, the tax burden caused by the loss 
of taxable property of corporations has been shifted by

PROPERTY, LARGELY and during a period (1919-1923) 
of deflation of values which may continue.

of the disease of which we are 
now 


having an extended and 
widespread 


occurrence. 


Distemper is an acute, contagious 


and infectious disease of young carni- 
vorous animals and is 
characterized 


by febrile manifestations and an acute 
cartaarh of the mucous membrances | 
which is frequently followed by ca- 
tarrhal pneumonia and sometimes de- 
velopment of nervous symptoms.' 


Four forms arc recognized. 1. Ca- 


tarrhal distemper of the eyes, nose and 
lungs. 
2. Gastric distemper of 
the 


stomach and intestines. 
3. Nervous 


distemper of the brain and spinal cord. 
4: Exenthematical or pustula form of 
the skin. 


In history it dates back to the 17th 


century and is found in all parts of 
the world. Distemper occurs usually 
in warm weather, especially in country 
districts, but may be prevalent also 
during the 
winter months 
in 
the 


cities. 
It usually affects the young 


but older animals also suffer. 
The 


mortality of this disease la thirty to 
j fifty per cent. There is no known 
specific cure up to tho present time. 
Fortunes have been spent and are be- 
ing spent to find the organism which .is 
the causative factor. 
, 


In most cases the earlier the treat- 


ment is started the better the results 
will be. 
Besides therapeautic 
treat- 


ment we hava at the present time a 
vaccine and serum treatment 
which 


can not be called a success, but which 
is a great aid to the medical treatment 
and acts as a good prevehtative. 
Leading authorities accept this treat- 
ment as the best up to this time. 


Of late, I have noticed numerous 


dogs at large on our city streets 
af- 


fected with this disease. This is dan- 
gerous to healthy animals and should 
be regulated. Cats are subject to the 
disease and often contract it but 
In 


less frequency and the mortality 
is 


not SO great.
